are not jeopardized by haphazard planning.

However, it is noticed that this clause 
is not implemented in letter and spirit as a result 
it is being misused by the developers in particular 
to put up projects in areas which have not been 
finalized in Outline Development Plans and 
Government plans. It is essential to make this 
provision free from loopholes. Clause ( ii) of 
sub - section ( 4 ) of section 44 of the said Act is , 
therefore , proposed to be amended suitably .

4. Disqualification.— No person who has 
entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living or who, having a 
spouse living , has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with any person , shall be eligible for 
appointment to the service:
